The 
structure is to be a suspension bridge, the 
main span swinging from two towers which 
surmount immense piers that are to be built 
at the river’s edge in order not to interfere 
with the shipping. These towers are to be 
506 feet in height, almost double those of the 
Brooklyn bridge, which are 80 feet. From 
highwater mark to the floor of the roadway 
is 140 feet, twenty feet higher than the 
Brooklyn bridge. 

The span between the towers is to be 2,850 
feet, which is 1,255 feet longer than that of 
the Brooklyn bridge, which is 1,5953¢ feet. 
The archways are differently constructed 
from those of the East river bridge. Instead 
of the cables being carried away inland and 
anchored they are secured in immense 
squares of masonry at the termination of the 
shore spans. These storm anchorages are 
tremendous affairs. They to be 210 feet 
in height, 180 feet wide, and 
of solid masonry, except a 
through the upper for the road- 
way. The roadway is eighty-five feet wide 
and will accommodate six railroad tracks. It 
will be supported .by four immense cabies, 
two on each side, — over the towers 
and fastened in anchorages at either 
end.

The two cables on each side are joined 
together with lattice trusses of wrought 
iron, each one of which will weigh 
eight. tons. Running from the cables 
are six inch cables at short intervals which 
hold up the roadway.

AGAIN THE DEADLY ELECTRIC WIRE.

Another Lineman Meets a Terrible Death— 
All the Wires to Be Cut Down. 

New York, Oct. 11.—At the southwest cor- 
ner of Chambers and Centér streets there is a 
telegraph pole fifty feet high, with a double 
set of crossarms on it. On these arms are 
telephone and telegraph wires running 
through Center and Chambers. There are 
also nine electric light wires on the pole. 

Just after noon today two linemen of the 
Western Union Telegraph company were 
sent to cut down six dead wires which were 
on the pole. At about a quarter past 1 o’clock 
one of them, John Feeks, was seen to be 
falling. The other lineman got down the 
= as rapidly as possibile and ran away. As 

eeks fell he struck on one ef the cross- 
arms with his head and one hand on 
the electric light wires. The current 
was compieted.. In an instant the body stif. 
fened. The head was raised and the whole 
form seemed to have been castin an iron 
mold. There was no movement. The man 
was dead. His leg remained over the cross 
bar, but his feet, chin, and hands were ele- 
vated as though he had suffered mental ag- 
ony. In an instant the flesh was burned and 
turned red, He had not taken his rubber 
gloves with him, and the oversight had led 
to his death. For half an hour the stiffened 
body remained in the network of wires. 
Then it was removed, though not without 
great difficulty. : 

Mayor Grant gave immediate instructions 
to have the particular wire or wires that had 
caused the man’s death cut, and to notify the 
company operating the wire. There is no 
truth in the statement that Maycr Grant or- 
dered ail the electric lights cut off tonight. 
Tomorrow morning, though, something 
will drop, and it will the wires, 
too. Neither the Brush company nor 
the United States Liluminating company had 
heard from the mayor. The Brush company 
will obey the order, but the United States 
— — says it will fight. Supt Hoang of 
the Manhattan Electric Light company said 
the mayor had sent him a communication or- 
dering the Manhattan company to stop work 
on Grand street and also on Twenty-fourth 
street. “That order,“ continued Mr. Hoag, 
“was immediately complied with.“

How much 
of this, if any, went to Consul Lewis he does 
not know. Ramon Azoque, it is said, con- 
firmed Benézuela’s statement in part respect- 
ing the transaction. but he is also ignorant of 
the details of the money part. 

Being. further questioned by the Secretary, 
the ex-interpreter made some apparentiy 
damaging disclosures on the management.of 
the office under Consu! Lewis, and in support 
of tne truth of his declarations submitted 
documents which the Secretary placed under 
his official seai for further examination. The 
disclosures are said to have been of a serious 
character, relating to extoruonate charges 
by the consul and even worse.

The Between Decks of the Oli Tank Steam- 
ships to Be Utilized.

A combination of western live stock export- 
ers, headed by a Chicago firm, have devised 
a new plan to ship their cattle to Europe by 
utilizing the between*decks of the tank 
steamships which now cross the Atlantic 
ocean with bare deck.

The tariff re- 
ducers haye had the treasury surplus so close 
before their eyes and have talked about it 
so long that they think it a ‘standing evil 
which will remain or even grow worse unless 
custom duties and internal excises are cut 
down, while in fact itis already disappear- 
ing and cannot last much longer. 

The treasury surplus isa snow bank on 
which the appropriation bills of Congress 
shine hotter and stronger every sessicn and 
it will soon ‘melt away. The pension appro- 
priation for the present fiscal year, 1889, 
amounts to the enormous sum of $81,758,700, 
and there willbe a deficit of probably $10,- 
000,000 by reason of Black-Tanner rerat- 
ings and new pensions. Next year the ap- 
propriation for pensions will amount to fully 
$100,000,000 under the laws and rulings now 
in force, and it may as well be understood 
that Congress will swell the amount by new 
legislation by $20,000,000 or $30,000,000 more 
by passing the dependent pension bill. 

The dependent pension bill which Cleve- 
land vetoed will certainly be adopted by Con- 
gress next winter and approved by Presi- 
dent Harrison. The bill passed the bouse in 


4 1887 by 180 yeas to 76 nays, and was adopted 


in the senate without division. Tne house 
gave 175 yeas to 125 nays to pass it over the 
veto, and that in a Democratic house. The 
demand for the bill is stronger now than 
two years ago, and it will go through this 
winter by a practically unanimous vote of 
the northern members, irrespective of party. 
The bill grants a pension of 612 per month to 
every soldier not already receiving a pension 
who served three months or more and is 
“ynable to earn a support.” Practically 
this would mean that all whose incomes are 
not.satsfactory could apply for and receive 
a pension. That is the construction already 
put on it. The government could not inves- 
tigate each man’s way of living and say to 
one that he could earn a support and to 
another that he could not. Nor is the pen- 


sion based on efficiency or length of service. 


Tne bill is a measure of charity intended for 
the relief of needy old soldiers, and to avoid 
excluding any of them it was purposely 
made broad and loose. To avoid barring 
out any poor old ex-soldier all are admitted. 

It was recklessly claimed in the house that 
not more than 83,000 pensions would be called 
for under this act; but experience with sim- 
ilar measures after the revolution and the 
war of 1812 showed that the pensions allowed 
were trom ten to twenty times greater than the 
estimate. Under the act of 1818, which was 
considered to cover not more than 375 cases, 
over 20,000 pensions were granted! In the 
light of previous experience with legislation 
of this general character the Democrats 
claimed the act would add at least 300,000 
names to the pension roll, but careful and 
conservative Republicans thought the num- 
ber would not greatly exceed 200,000 and that 
the annual expense would be about $30,000,- 
000. This, doubtless, will prove pretty close 
to the fact. With the general pension appro- 
priation expanded to $100,000,000 and $30,000, - 
000 added this coming session by the de- 
pendent bill” the accumulation of a surplus 
in the treasury would be permanently stopped. 
If other government expenses increased also 
there would bea deficit as soon as tne sur- 
plus already on hand would be exhausted. 

The indications ali are that before lobg the 
treasury will bein need of increased rev- 
enues, a1@%@ertainly not in a condition to 
stand a reduction of either tariff or internal 
revenue taxes. It is a sheer waste of breath 
for any politician to tell people that the tax 
on sugar or on tobacco, cigars and cigarettes 
will be repealed at the next session of Con- 
gress, for the good reason that not a dollar 


of it can be spared,

There must be a proviso, how- 
ever, in order to guard against an intolerable 
increage in taxes at the hands of the taxeat- 
ers, that for the two years of high valuations 
the rates or percentage of taxation shall be 
cut down to at least a third of what they now 


are. During these two years of full cash 


value assessments the taxeaters of the vari- 
ous municipalities throughout the state can 
jump their people in debt up to the full 
limit of the constitution. Por two years 
they will be in a paradise of debt- 
making, of’ bond selling, and money spend- 
ing, and then when the time is up they 
win settle back into the old rut of low as- 
sessments which prevail now and stand in 
the way of their borrowing an additional 
cent. 

Let the members of the Tomahawk club 
think over these suggestions and see if they 
have anything better and more practical to 
propose. If tney have not they ought to 
bury their hatchets and smoke their pipes 
of peace. 


BETTER POSTAL FACILITIES FOR CHICAGO. 

It will be gratifying to the people of Chica- 
go that the postoffice commission which re- 
cently visited this city realized its postal 
necessities and took such a broad and liberal 
view of the increased facilities which are 


necessary to give us an ampie and proper 


mail service. It will be still more gratifying 
to them that the Postmaster General has 
promptly indorsed the recommendations 
made by the committee for the city “ which 
has the second largest postoffice in the coun- 
try and in importance is second to none,” 
and that the work of providing the facilities 
will thus be entered upon promptly. 

The recommendations of the commission 
provide for more room in the postoffice itself 
by the enlargement of the main floor of the 
government building; a reorganization of the 
executive division; earlier delivery through- 
out the whole postal district and more fre- 
quent deliveries and collections in the busi- 
ness section; an allowance for 115 additional 
carriers and twenty-two additional horses, 
and better mail messenger service between 
the substations. The inspection of the com- 
mission was thorough and left no doubt that 
ube proposed increase of facilities was war- 
ranted by the increase of population, the im- 
mense amount of mail matter to be handled, 
and the demands of the commercial inter- 
ests of the city, and the publication of the 
statistics and business of the office will con- 
vince the whole country. that the commission 
has not gone too far in the increase 1 facili- 


ties which it recommends. 


For the present the 8 of the 
service will affect only the city within its 
old limits, but it is plain from the tenor of 
the report that the commission recognizes 
the importance of extending the service so 
as to cover the recently added territory just 
as effectively as the parts of the city within 
the old limits. A fatal obstacle, however, 
stands in the way, growing out of the ab- 
sence of proper numbering and tbe duplica- 
tion of street names, sometimes three or 
four times over. Until the common council 
removes this obstacle nothing can be done, 
for it would be manifestly absurd to waste 
the time of carriers in hunting up streets in 
Lake when Lake View was meant, or in 
going to streets in the south division only to 
find that their namesakes in Hyde Park were 
meant. It should be a simple thing to re- 
move this confusion of names, and the coun- 
cil has once considered a scheme for doing 
it, but sluce that time has entirely neglected 
it, The report of the commission as well as 
numerous other considerations which should 
suggest. themselves to every one emphasize 
the necessity of prompt action. The quicker 
it is done the quicker will the people in the 
annexed territory share in the improved 
postal service. The council should attend to 
it at once. 


A STEAM AND HOT WATER “PRIVATE 
SNAP.” 

There came before two of the council com- 
mittees Thursday for their consideration an 
ordinance giving to certain persons the right 
to rip up all the streets, whether paved with 
granite or wooden biock, and lay tens of 
miles of mains for the delivery of steam and 
hot water to those who can use them for 
power or heating buildings, After some dis- 
cussion it was laid over for two weeks. 

Strange and paradoxical as it may seem, 
it is nevertheless true” that Ald. Cullerton, 
the sworn foe of “private snaps,“ was not 
present to denounce this ordinance, which 
proposes to turn over to private capital some- 
thing which if worth doing should be done 
by the city, and if not worth doing should 
not be done at all. While this particular 
„private snap“ gives the city an option to 
purchase the works it 1s careful to keep the 
control of them in the hands of private capi- 
talists, who are to make all the money while 
the city is left with a barren right, like the 
Iowa city of Burlington. 

Such an ordinance as this, which gave the 
capitalists everything and the city nothing, 
naturally met with the favor of those pro- 
found lawyers of the council who raised the 
cry of unconstitutionality against Ald. Dix- 
on’s plan. Oneof them; Ald. Whelan, left 
his gin mill for the purpose of pleading for 
this private snap.” The sacrifice he made 
showed how disinterested he was. He spoke 
for the ordinance because the men who were 
behind it were alleged to be Chicagoans 
who were going into the business not on ac- 
count of any money that might be in it, 0 
no! but because they yearned to suppress the 
smoke nuisance. When Ald. Whelan saw 
men animated by such noble, self-sacrificing 
motives he believed in giving them what 
they asked for. But the other members of the 
committee did not agree with him and post- 
poned the subject. 

There is no harm in telling these benevo- 
leut Chieagoans who are 80 concerned 
about the smoke nuisance that it never will 
be abolished in their way—it wouid cost too 
much. If the franchise they ask for is a 
good thing, and there is money in it, the city

.... ,BOULANGER’S COUP D’ETAT. 

From the first Boulanger has been an imi- 
tator of Louis Napoleon, without, however, 
‘the magic of a name behind him or the 


latest move, if it be correctly stated, shows 


of the Ulstarred victim of Wilhelm I. and 
Von Moltke, and is meditating a coup 
‘@é6tat after tne style of Napoleon’s ridicu- 


to the effect that, as it will now be four years 
before he can again appeal to the voters of 
France, he must resort to some desperate 
move. This move contemplates a landing 
without any warning upon some part 
of the French coast, when he will 
issue his manifesto. Then, mounting his 
black charger, he will let fly his standard, 
call upon the people to join him, and maren 
upon Paris. The military members of his 
party are confident that several of the French 
regiments wili join him, and that if he can 
get within tive miles of Paris he will suc- 
ceed, as the Parisians will rise and join him. 
It is to be observed. however, that Rochefort, 
Count Dillon, and the nonmihtary members 
of his party vigorously dissented from his 
program, and have washed their hands of 
him and his project, evidently not caring to 
expose their necks to the inevitable halters 
which would be in readiness for tne con- 
spirators. The time for such folly has long 
past in France, and neither black eagles nor 
black chargers will longer carry military ad- 
venturers to victory or help gratify their 
ambitions. 

If it be true that Boulanger contempiates a 
coup d’état of this kind it will end in a fiasco, 
or sométhing worse, for the French govern- 
ment is not in a mood to temporize with 
Boulangerism any longer, and a military 
courtmartial would speedily cut short his 
career if he were once captured on French 
soil. His only safety lies in accepting the 
verdict of the French electors for just what 
it means. There is not even the ghost of a 
probability that he would find any following 
in France even among Boulangerists. His 
party, such as it was, has split to pieces and 
disappeared, its elements drifting back into 
the various reactionary factions. Their 
sentiments towards their late leader 
have undergone radical change. Fickle 
as a Frenchman is, and ready to 
fly off at a tangent, he is sensitive 
to ridicule, and the Boulanger Frenchman 
clearly realizes that his leader has made 
both him and himself ridiculous. It does not 
need over twenty-four hours to change a 
Frenchman’s sentiment, especially when he 
feels that he is ridiculous, and when he does 
change he usually swings to the opposite ex- 
treme. Hence if Boulanger should land on 
the French coast and mount his charger he 
would in all probability find that the Bou- 
langerists themselves were his most active 
enemies and would be the first to hand him 
over to the nearest gendarmes. The most 
practical coup d’état for Boulanger would be 
to retire to private life and engage his bus- 
iness talenté, whatever they may be, in some 
vocation which will yield him an honest 
living. His political star has set forever, 
and, as for his military star, it has never yet 
risen. . |

WO RELIEF CAN BE GRANTED, 


Dismisses! of the Action of Spies Against 
the Chicago & Eastern Iilinois, 

New York, Oct. 11.—[Special.|—Judge 
Wallace, inthe United States circuit court 
today, handed down a decision in the action 
brought by William R. Spies against the Chi- 
cago & Eastern Illinois Railroad company, 
dismissing the action with costs. The com- 
plainant was the holder of income bonds of 
the road, and brought the acwon in behalf of 
himself and other holders of these sectfrities. 
He alleged that the bonds were executed in 
1877 by the defendant, who pledged the next 


earnings of the railway company as it then 


existed as security for the payment of the 
principal of the bonds and interest. This 
agreement was carried out until Sep- 
tember, 1883, when the directors of 
the road, as alleged, “conspired to 
fraudulently compel the -hoiders of 
the income donds to surrender them for 
consul bonds subsequently created.“ In his 


decision Judge Wallace deais exhaustively | 


with the law applying to the case, and holds 
that the bonds should have been met with 
the net earnings of the lines included in the 
mortgage given to secure them, and an ac- 
count to that end should have been kept dis- 
tinet from the account of the lines subse- 
quently acquired.

Olympia the Home of a People Who Have 
High Regard for Morality. 
Orruri, Wash., Oct. 11.—[ Special. ]— 
Olympia was founded twenty-five or thirty 
years ago, and is one of the oldest towns in 
the newstate. It a pretty place, too, built 
on a tongue of land extending into the Puget 
sound. There was until a year ago a »lock- 
house here, used by the residents as a place 
of refuge during Indian invasions or troublous 
times. The general government appropri- 
ated $20,000 for the erection of a territorial 
state house.

THE WONDERFUL PANORAMA. __. 

The first picture in the panorama was the 
steamer Ariel, on which he started from New 
York for California in the fall of 1863. San 
Francisco is afforded only one view, that of 
the principal thoroughfare, and a brief de- 
scription of a Chinese theater. Then follow 
Virginia City and the plains between Vir- 
ginia City and Salt Lake. Of the latter pict- 
ure Ward said: “This picture is a great 
work ofart. It is an oil painting—done in 
petroleum. It is done by the old mas- 
„ters. It was the last thing they did 
before dying. They did this and then 
they expired. The most celebrated 
artists of London are so delighted with this 
picture that they come to the hall every day 
to gaze at it. I wish you were nearer to it so 
vou could see it better.

Some of the most celebrated art- 
ists in London come here every morning be- 
fore daylight with lanterns to look at it.

Will Rise Up Like a Telescope. 

F. Ritchel of Bridgeport, Conn., has a 
plan for a tower for the world’s fair (to be 
held in Chicago), which he has shown to the 
New York Sun. The drawing is to a scaic 

of what might be called 
a telescope tower. The 
designer calls it the 
Ritchel Moving tower. 
Mr. Ritchel proposes 
to build a structure 
400 or 500 feet large on 
the ground, and per- 
havs 100 feet high, of 
such a shape that it 
would look like the 
base of a huge monu- 
ment. Above this, and, 
say, 50 feet high, would 
rise another structure, 
leaving a space per- 
haps 75 feet wide all 
around its . Then 
„„ from this would rise a 
Vege {urther structure, still 

7, following the form of 
a monument, for 150 
feet more. This would 
complete the base of a 

gantic monument 
shaped tower. Within the center of this base 
would be concealed a * sort of a 

N thin tubes, ar- 
ranged in circles, connected with each other 
with powerful pumps in such a way that at 
a certaio ume every day during the exposi- 
tion the pumps would be started, and this 
steel tube structure would begin to rise slow- 
ly aloft, until at the end of two or three 
hours it would tower 1,000 feet in the air, 
like the shaft of a mighty monument above 
the huge square base already described. 

It might, of course, be sent aloft twice a 
day, once by daylight and once at night,

On the topof the tower—at the little end of 
the telescope, so to speak—he would place a 
restaurant, with observation galleries around

a building, what. numbers would not 
gather to see the dome of a building of 
moderate height rise gradually upward until 
it was more than a thousand feet aboye the 
earth? . 

Mr. Ritchel thinks that it would cost two 
and a half millions of dollars to buiid this 
structure, and that if the revenue derived 
from admissions to the Eiffel tower paid a 
handsome dividend the revenue from this ex- 
traordimary rising tower would be easily 
twice as great. 


THE TEUTONIC WINS AT LAST. 


Leaves the City of New York Behind and 
Beats Her Own Record. 

New York Sun, Oct. 10: For the third 
time on their westward trips the big steam- 
ships City of New York and Teutonic have 
tried conclusions, and for the first time the 
Teutonic has won, and won with four hours 
tospare. She was being docked at her new 
pier in the North river just as the telegraph 
operator at Fire island caught sight of the 
lights of the City of New York. The Teu- 
tonic arrived at Sandy Hook at 4:22 yester- 
day afternoon, after battling against strong 
head winds almost all the way across. The 
time from Roche’s point was six days six 
hours and twenty-nine minutes, which is 
forty-five minutes ahead ot her last and best 
record, but two hours and twelve minutes be- 
hind the time made by the City of New York 
on her last westward passage. 

Tne Teutonic left Queenstown Thursday, 
Oct. 3 and passed Roche’s point at 2:15 o’clock 
in the afternoon. The City of New York 
left Queenstown a half hour before her rival 
started out to test the merits of the smaller 
screws with which she had been fitted. The 
big Inman boat hugged the shore, while the 
Teutonic stood off behind her, with her 
screws whipping around at seventy-nine 
revolutions a minute. Slowly: the Teu- 
tonic ined, and when Fastnet Light was 
reached she was nearly abreast of her 
rival. The New York’s lights shone out 
bright ali night long to the passengers who 
watched her eagerly from the Teutonic’s 
decks. When morning came the Inman 
liner was three miles to the south of 
the Teutonic, with the black smoke 
pouring in a steady stream from the fun- 
nels of each. Soon the City of Rome 
loomed into sight, and at 8 o0’clook she was 
midway between the two racers, who didn’t 
take long to leave her ignominiously behind. 


‘At noon the passengers who lined the port 


side of the Teutonic rejoiced to see that they 
were drawing away from their rival. The 
City of New York was veering to the south 


and dropping benind. At4o’clock the Teu- 


tonic lost sight of her entirely away to the 
southeast. Then the Teutonic settled down 
tosteady work.

life, the association 
settling by stipulation, 
recalls attention to a 
character the mystery 
of whose life career 
caused widespread in- 
terest when he died by 
his hand in the spring 
of 1887, 
‘Who Dr. Bruil really 

DR. CHARLES BRUIL. was is the mystery 
which has never been reveaied, but THE 
TRIBUNE correspondent has lately come into 
possession of facts relating to his career that 
have never before been published, and now 
that the suit has been settled can with pro- 
vriety be made public, and will perhaps 
throw some light on the strange case, 

Dr. Bruil died in jail. at Dodgeville during 
his examination for poisoning his wife at the 
village of Avoca, in Iowa county. A note 
found on his person said: I feel I am about 
to take a change of venue to the supreme 
court on high; if so the Judge is just and 
more inclined to mercy.”’ 

He went to Avoca several years prior to 
his death, where he was feared and dreaded 
by the neighbors asa dark and ominous 
character. He was supposedly from the 
south, but no one knew anything of his 
antecedents or of his past life. His manner 
was such that it often aroused the curiosity 
and even provoked criticism of his neigu bors. 
It was belicvec by many that there was 
something mysterious about his life and that 
previous to his coming to Avoca something 
had occurred which he was trying to escape 
or conceal. Tne women of the village diag- 
nosed the case of the doctor at the wee 
meetings of the church sewing society, and 
the mén gathered in knots about the post- 
office in one corner of the rear end of a gen- 
eral store as they waited for tne daily, or 
rather nightiy, mail to arrive, and looked 
wise and advanced theormes in which they 
made the mysterious personage a combina- 
tion of Capt. Kidd and the personal devil in- 


carnate, 
A BITTER ENEMY. 
The doctor was a manof more than ordi- 
nary capacity and shrewdness, and could 
rove a most bitter enemy, He made no 
riends, but many enemies. The fact that 
a man of his outward qualities should 
locate in the quiet and humdrum town of 
Avoca, where the only approach to excite- 
ment was an annual game of baseball between 
the home nine and aciub with a curve pitcher 
from Muscoda, just across the county line, 
was another thing that many of the villagers 
who gave some study to his character could 


‘not understand. He went there an entire 


stranger and began the practice of medicine. 
A thing that seemed strange was that he 
never left the village to go to any outside 
place except at rare intervals. He seemed to 
want to be divorced from the outside world 
as much as possible. These circumstances, 
it can hardly be wondered, caused ugly 
rumors to be putin circulation among an 
everyday population always interested in 
the mysterious. — 

A village oracle, who read the city — * 
and was regarded as a general know-it-all by 
his neighbors, came into the postoffice one 
night with something new on his mind. After 
satisfying his vanity by keeping the gossips 
in a state of curiosity, until he could no long- 
er hold bis secret, he told them in low but 
impressive tones that he Had figured out the 
whole mystery. The doctor was none other 
than @ member of the notorious Bender fam- 
ily. It had deen reported that he hailed from 
the southwest, and, as at that time officers 
were hot on the trail of the fiends who mur- 
dered lonely travelers, it was easily argued 
that he was a fugitive from avenging jus- 
tice, seeking safety in the quiet Wisconsin 
hamlet. For along time this theory pre- 
vailed, and the awestruck inhabitants re- 
garded him with more.dread than ever. 

HIS MARRIAGE. 

After he had lived in Avoca some time the 
doctor made love to a vrepossessing widow, 
but the latter was wary and escaped from 
his toils. He then wooed a more youthful 
and susceptible villkge maiden and finally 
married her. A few years later the wife 
died suddenly, and the suspicions of her 
nurse caused a post mortem, which resulted 
in tne finding of strychnine in her stomach. 
While an expert chemist was testifying to 
this fact at the examination the doctor was 
strangely affected and almost fainted. The 
next morning he died from poison adminis- 
tered by his own hand. 

After his arrest it was reported that he 
had been the cause of the death of a wife in 
Kansas, and it is said the authorities were 
making investigations in that state in regard 
to this report as perhaps throwimg some 
light on the last crime of which he was ac- 
cused. A house in Avoca which he owned 
burned under what the villagers thought 
were mysterious circumstances, and several 
rumors were set afloat. The house was 
heavily insured, and the doctor received his 
insurance. He was the correspondent for 
one of the county papers, and finally, in or- 
der to be in u position to make a more per- 
sonal column ainst those whom he dis- 
liked, he started the Avoco Headlight, pub- 
lished monthly. He wielded a sharp pen, 
and did not hesitate to score unmercifuily 
those who had aroused his enmity. 

DAVID kK. FRIDLEY. 

It is said there was an insurance of $10,000 
on his wife’s life, but no one ever presented 
the policy. The Northwestern Mutuai Kelief 
association sought to prove Dr. Bruil a fraud, 
and claimed that he was one David R. Frid- 
ley, formerly of Iihnois, whose record was 
rather shady. Depositions from over 100 
persons acquainted with Fridley testifiea 
that the photograph of Dr. Bruil was that of 
Fridley. Mrs. Harriet E. Springmyer of 
Chanute, Neosho county, Kas., the mother of 
Fridley’s divorced wife, in a deposition said 
it was he, and her daughter Jennie, who was 
married to him in 1867; swore to the 
same as being that of her husband. 
Fridley, it was found, had been arrested 
shortly after his marriage for horsestealing 
and sentenced to a term of imprisonment at 
Joliet. He had a fondness for medicine, and 
worked in the hospital as an attendant. He 
had a brother, William, who was implicated 
with him, After the expration of his term 
Fridley disappeared, and for several years 
nothing was known of him or his doings. 
He was supposed to have gone to Kansas. 

Only one thing remained for the insurance 
company to make its case clear beyond all 
doubt, and that was to find Mrs. Caroline 
Parmley, the mother of Bruil’s last wife, and 
secure from her a paper supposed to bea 
confession of Dr. SBruil’s past like, 
which it is quite certain he had con- 
veyed to her just before his death. 
When the case came up at the regular term 
of the circuit court at Dodgeville last week, 
however, it was found that David R. Fridley 
was alive and well and living at Blooming- 
ton, li. This, of course, shattered the com- 
pany’s case and added another link to the 
chain of mystery that was attached to the 
life of Dr. Bruil. The fact that Fridley was 
alive was not published in the dispatches 
last week, and has since then only me 
public. The above story is substantially 
what little was known of the life of Dr. 
Bruil at the time of his death.

ATTACKED BY A BEAR, 


A Hunter's Thrilling Adventure in a Penn- 
sylivania Forest. 

Scranton, Pa., Oct. 6.—Luke Grassfield of 
Spring Brook township came near losing his 
life in the woods of that wild region Tues- 
day afternoon.

The 
dog was led by a strap, and was to be let 
loose only in case Grassfield should have 
the luck to shoot a deer and be unabie to 
find it among the many fallen treesand thick 
growth of small timber. There was a stiff 
wind from the southwest, and Grassfield 
reached the summit of the ridge from the 
nor tune ast and hunted along, with the wind 
in his face. Inside of two hours he scared 
up an old buck and a young buck, and the 
two frightened animals went bounding away 
together along the crest of the rid The 
larger buck was ahead, and Grassfie 
a Winchester bullet at him. It didn’t break 
him down, and the hunter fired again. At 
this the buck turned to the right, plunged 
into a thicket out of sight, and went thrash- 
ing down the steep o into Laurel run 
ravine. 

By that time the Boge buck had disap- 
peared, and Grassfi it down the 
hill as fast as he could in search of the game 
that he felt sure he had wounded.

leftarm with ali the speed and force he

architecture, possesses a certain symmetry. 
more clearly we see the whole the better we un- 
derstand the parts. 

History is one and indivisible. Every 
historian is tempted to begin with Adam in 
order to show what antecedents have led to 
the particular situation he has to describe, 
Mr. Fay skips Adam, but uses his descend- 
ants and annalists, the “chosen people,” as 
an ingenious connecting chain, thus: In a 
single pregnant paragraph he enumerates 
and characterizes the six empires which pre- 
ceded that which we now cali the German, 
uniting them all by one thread of fact— 
namely: their having in turn possessed Pales- 
tine and heid important relations with the 
Jewish people, 

The arrangement of the book is remarkably 
clear. Ignoring all precedents, the author 
glances over the field and builds his own 
fences on the lines which seem to him to 
mark the period under consideranon. Thus 
the time before Charlemagne, with whom the 
German empire (known until 1806 as the Holy 
Roman) properly begins, is dividea into four 
periods, each of which 1s oriefly sketched in 
the introduction. The first Germany then 
comes into view—that begi 
lemagne and ending with Francis II. in 1806. 
The second Germany is the interregnum be- 
tween Francis lL and the crowning of Bis- 
marck’s old master, William I. The third 
Germany began with that ceremony Jan. 
18, 1871, and will end—when! When will 
the rank and file, chair de poudre, learn to as- 
sign militarism to its proper limbo! Not in 
the nineteenth century, which is getting old 
and decrepit. But watch the twentieth! 
That is only eleven years away. 

The history of Germany preceding the 
Lutheran reformation is too much con- 
densed to be of much use to any one who is 
not already somewhat familiar with it. From 
this point, however, the accounts are graph- 
ic and instructive, The chapters on the em- 
pire at the time of Lutber’s appearance, the 
confused period known as the “Thirty 
Years’ War,” and “The Origin and Growth 
of Prussia,“ are masterpieces. Each would 
do for a monograph on the subject, discon- 
nected from the rest. One sees traces of 
Mottey in the earlier period, but who could 
write any history of the sixteenth century 
without drawing upon Motley! fhe times 
of Frederick the Great, of the French revo- 
lution, and of Na n are sketched with 
much power; and the concluding pages of 
Vol. L., which detail the closing scenes of the 
first Germany, brought to an end by Na- 
poleon, cannot be read without a thrill. 

The second volume takes up disunited Ger- 
many. A vivid picture of the remainder of 
Napoleon’s career, the reyolutionsin Ger- 
many, the Schleswig-Holstein question (in 
discussing which the author defends the ac- 
tions of Prussia), the incidental history of 
Louis Napoleon, and the empire to the death 
of 3 III., all under review and 
are abiy treated. 


ne cannot fail to note 
with interest the inherent tendency to ab- 
solutism existing in the royal family of Prus- 
sia, which proved too much for the frantic 
but spasmodic attempts of the German peo- 
ple to modify nt in the disastrous 
reigt ot Frederic William III. It is 
almost pathetic, again, to read of the 
wild joy with which the warmhearted and 
hopeful nation in 1840 welcomed the acces- 
sion of Frederic William IV., the noble, 
earnes’, cultivated elder brother of the 
Emperor William of our time, ana then to 
contrast with it the stutement that Frederic 
Witham IV. was said to have been en- 
red in paring a liberal constitution for 
ussia just before the revolution of 1848. 
The old Greeks would have discerned a 
„fate“ in these ineffectual struggies for 
liverty, checked always by the presence of 
highhanded power. Truly, he who runs 
may read; or, more correctly, the historian 
should “ write the vision and make it plain, 
upon tabies, that he may run who readeth it.“ 
A careful study of the beginnings of Ger- 
many shows this masterful spirit running far 
back into the ages. When Rome, insolent 
cowardly, and weak, was tottering to its f 
Germany : : 

Strong, warlike, simple, having learned the 

advantage of organization and conceived the idea 
ot unity „was beginning tolay the massive 
foundations of the empire of today. 

Rome died hard. Eight hundred years later 
Barbarossa boasted to Adrian IV., “Not only 
the government but the virtues of Rome have 
passed to the Germans.“ Imperial Rome 
had fallen, papal Kome had inherited its 
pride and assumed its claims. It was re- 
served for 1870 to replace both by the Rome 
of the nineteenth century. 

Mr. Fay occasionaliy surprises us in the 
midst of the solemnities of history with a 
clever touch of nis own. After speaking of 
the famous Golden Bull,“ by which the 
power of choosing the Emperor was vested 
in seven electors, he inquires, ““What would 
the people of the United States say if Con- 
gress were toappoint a permanent hereditar 
committee of seven gentlemen, ihvested wi 
the right to choose a President for life?” 

We must not lay down these volumes 


without noticing some inelegancies into | 


which we should not have expected a writer 
of Mr, Fay’s cultivation to fall. “ Napoleon 
had commenced to topple down from his 
height.”” One of the worst characters of 
antiquity ascenaed the threne and gradually 
unfolded itself.“ “It would be impossible 
to imagine, far less to describe.” The 
nobles were engaged in ruinous feuds; the 
peasants robbed without redress.“ It needs 
a second glance to see that the poor peasants 
were the sufferers, not the robbers. 

An occasional inaccuracy gives the impres- 
sion that the author, instead of verifying his 
assertions, trusts too much to his memory. 
He quotes Gibbon for his statements about 
the “Thirty Tyrants” of Rome, forgetting 
that Gibbon carefully explains that this 
name was a mere adaptation and that the 
number, even counting every insignificant 
pretender, was far iess. He describes the 
battle of Chalons without naming it. He 
tells us that Arnold of Brescia was crucified, 
an assertion unsupported by any trustworthy 
authority, unless Mosheim be so regarded. 
Some say he was burned and some that he 
was banged and his body burned 8 
bound to a cross for burning), all con- 
flict being consequent upon his death’s being 
secret. It isdoubtful it any real crucifixion 
that is, death by crucifixion—took place as 
late as the fourteenth ceatury. The date of

However, many touches reveal the Steven- 
son originality; for instance, the master’s 
pies for deciding life’s most knotty questions 

y spinning a coin, because, as he said, he 
knew no better way for expressing his con- 
tempt for human reason. The duel between 
the brothers, and the master’s subtlety in 
dealing with his woulabe murderers; these 
and other similar points will appeal 
forcibly to the lovers of this nineteenth 
ceutury, sensational Lawrence Sterne, 
Most suggestive of Stevenson’s power, but 
unfortunately failing after all in effective- 
ness, is the last scene. The wicked master’s 
life has been kept in his buried body by an 
Indian servant through the fabulous expe- 
dient of turning his tongue back into his 
throat after drugging him to con scious- 
ness. Dug up after a week's burial, the 
master recovers for an instaht only. and 
opens his eyes. The shock is fatal to his 
brother, and both expire together. The sit- 
uation is certainly startling enough, but the 
finale somehow lacks that little touch of the 
master hand which Stevenson’s lovers have 
a right to expect from his work. . 

All Stevenson’s books are worth reading, 
but the Master of Ballantrae” shows a 
labored artificiality in desigu—a fault not 
found in his previous works. (New York:

The Dolomites. 

To the traveler in search of a paradise com- 
bining primitive simplicity with at least a 
reasonable approach to the comforts and con- 
veniences the modern tourist considers in- 
dispensable there are few localities more in- 
viting than the southeastern Tyrol. The 
mountains, valleys, towns, and people have a 
unique charm that lingers in the memory 
like a dream of a visit to another planet. In

Whether it will be different as long as the 
government encourages the Indian to be a 
pauper and enables him to exist in complete 
id leness seems doubtful when you come to 
see the nation’s ward us he is at ie on a 
reservation like that of Fort Hall, agency 
of which is at Ross Fork, in eastern Idaho, 
twelve miles north of Pocatello. | , 
When you alight from the train that brings 
you to Ross Fork you are in the midst of a 
great upland plain, and the breeze that 
sweeps down from the west has met with no 
obstruction for miles greater than tufts of 
sage brush. The store of the post trader 
stands on a slightly rising ground at the east, 
only a few steps from the railroad. Beyond 
a wide stretch of gravel and dust, marked 
with the tracks of horses, there is a row of 
plain but reasonably comfortable cabins, the 
homes of the agent, the physician, the volun- 
teer teachers, and other employés, and some 
“shacks” of timber, the seams chinked with 
clay. There is a hog corral at one side, and 
opposite to it are a slaughter pen and a shed 
for the storage and distribution of rations. 


South of the cabins and corrai is the agency - 


farm, covered now with a useless crop of 
grain, burned out by the failure of the 
stream that was the only reliance of the 
1 — farmer for irrigauon. 

ther away, partiy hidden by 1 of 
ary bushes, are the cabins of some of Uncle 
Sam’s red pensioners. There are two or 
three lodges, or “wickiups,”’ as they are 
called here, rising conspicuously upon the 


plain with their crazy looking annexes for |

as the master of the house of poles and cot- 
ton cloth cannot arrange within his portable 
home. There are not many Indians ia sight, 
most of those about here being asleep. 
Three or four stand in acluster about their 
ponies, tied to a post near the ncy trader’s 
store. They are all bianke but one of 
them has gone sofar toward the 
dress of the white man as to wear breeches 
and “straps,’’ or broad front strips of An- 
gora wool reaching from belt to bottom 


seam. : 

Indian Agent 8. G. Fisher lives at the end 
of the row of cabins in a plain and comfort- 
able bouse, and from his porch he can see 
the home—half cabin, half tent-—of tne 
chief of the Bannocks. Oid Tahe has long 
worn the dress of civilized men. He isa 
power still with his tribe, over which be has 
ruled more snows than he can remember. He 
is 84 years old and a venerable and not un- 
impressive old savage. 

* Ben, a faithful employe, who comes 


dashing along on a cayuse, with a lariat 


coiled atthe crupper of his saddle, wears a 
red shirt and a pair of woolly “ straps,’’ that 
give his bow legs a strong resemblance to the 
legs ofan unusually fat bear with a broad 
tread, He is famous for throwing the rope, 
and he émploys his skill to some purpose. 
He “rounds up’’ and drives in the govern- 
ment cattle for the weekly siaughter and dis- 
tribution. His home is eight orten miles 
away, and he has a sick wife about whom he 
is solicitous. He sits down and waits at the 
door of the physician’s cabin. 

When Dr. Miller makes bis appearance, 
riding across the plain from a trip to the 
Fork State school, twenty miles away, Ben 
follows him into the little pharmacy, lined 
with shelves of medicine and filled with the 
usual smell of an apothecary’s shop. The 
TG waits to be asked the matter of his 
visit. 

“Wife heap sick,” he says. Pappoose not 
sick. Pappoose he tree week old. Wife he 
sick tree day. Catchee headache. No eat. 
Heap talk. No sleep. He bad, very bad.“ 

Ben takes the prescripuon made up for 
him from this rough description of symptoms 
and rides off toward his home on Whisky 
creek, Most of the Indians. are scat- 
tered about over the reservation. When 
the water me s0 scarce that the 
agent had to have it for agency use 
he drove the bulk of his boarders away. 
Only a few, except the Indian constables, 
remain permanently, although little parties 
are coming in daily on their badly fed ponies 
to make calls on their friends and have a 
ev of cards with their acquaintances. Dr. 

iller invited the writer to join him in mak- 
ing some professional calls. We go into the 
nearest wickiup” to look for a squaw re- 

on the sick list. There are two or 

three bucks and two squaws lying down, 
with their heads to the edge of the lodge and 
their feet toward a scant fire of sage brush, 
from which there rises a curl of stingmg 
smoke that blinds the unaccustomed eye. A 
boy with a black mop of hair falling over his 
scarred face jumps with a startied look and 
leans upon a dry goods box that appears to 
used as a pantry. Two pappooses 
sprawling on the floor, with next to 
nothing to speak of in the way of 
clothes, play in utter unconcern. Ali the 
adults are rolled up in their blankets and 
asleep, although it is just past noon, and the 
bucks remain asleep. The squaws dre more 
curious. They peer out from their blaakets 
and regard the two men who stand in the 
open side of the lodge with smiles. They 
oaly stare and smile when the doctor asks in 
Shoshone for the sick member of the family. 
ae doctor can get no answer, and so he goes 

way. 

Over in the slight hollow where Tahe’s 
— is pitched there are more sleeping 
bucks and squaws in blankets, although the 
day is not a cold one. An old. squaw is the 
first to spring up, and her toothless mouth is 
soon actively wagging with gossip that Dr. 
Milier cannot understand. 
in succession as they are uncovered by 
the medical man. There does not ap- 
pear to be anybody in need of any- 
thing but something te do. Over in a 
filthy log cabin near by Pat Largy, a giant 
Bannock, is really at work. He is putting the 
finishing touches upon a pair of gorgeous red 
leggins with green fla A companion, worn 
out with the tedium of reservation life; sleeps 
in his blanket near by. By dint of great per 
nce the puysiclan is able to secure from 
the Indian with the Milesian name enough 
information to enable him to conclude that 
the patient he looked for nad gone away.” 

When an 
Indian thinks he is really sick he bunts up 
the medicine man of the tribe. If he only 
feels uncomfortable enough to compel him to 
send for the agency physician, he gets some 
one to run up to the agency for him.

There are about twelve hundred Indians 
on the Fort Hall reservation. They are about 
half and half Bannocks and Shoshones.

The Worid's Cheapest Restaurant. 
Not far from the Rue St. Dennis is a restaurant 
that has few counterparts. It is the cheapest 
place in Paris, and that means in the world. I 


once had the honor to entertain a Wyho King, - 


since hanged, in one of the chief Chatham street 
eating houses. The Wyho had what he called 
a eorkin' good feed.“ and the bill, I think, was 
14 cents. But the Paris restaurant is much 
cheaper. It enjoys the title of Au Hasard de 
ja Fourchette.

It is filled with sorts and condi- 
tions of eatables. The customer pays three 
cents to the burly gentleman who is in charge. 
He receives in return a huge long handled fork.

I saw a likeness in Rovert Burns, 
the poet, and ascertained that John Burns is 
descended from one of Robert's uncles—an 
Ayrshire man. Burns laughs heartily and 


openly and shows a set of gleaming, evenly |

ness of his physiognomy. 

He talked pleasantly out of the fullness of 
burning thoughts and of meditations forced 
on him by a hard experience; · but, though in 
a state of permanent white heat anger 
against what he deemed the injustice of the 
present social state, he was not bitter or 
malevolent. [ should say that he was de- 
structive, as were the prophets when they 
called for the ruin of Jerusalem by declaring 
that for its sins ruin would overtake it. 
Burns called a second time, and I invited 
him to come and spend an afternoon in the 
country. 22 in answer to 
1 drop he told me the story of life. 

His mother, who is still alive and whom he 
reverences and loves, isa woman of great 
mind and exceptional firmness of character. 
She emigrated with him from Scotland when 
she was a young widow and he a small boy. 
She bound him to a blacksmith, and he aft- 
erward improved on his early training and 
became a mechanical engineer. 
ured to hardship. In the capacity of a me- 
chanical engineer, his mother being infirm 
and needing some comforts. and he himself 
wanting to save a littie money to bave time 
to think, be acoepted employment on the 
Congo river to repair engines of disabled 
steamers which had broken down there 
and on the west coast of Africa. He 
was bound to stay at least a whole 
. and staid two years, keeping in health, 

ut suffering fearfully from the beat of the 
forgeand that of the climate. His compan- 
ions had not probabiy his vitality, and none 
re the wear and tear of 
working inasmithy ten hours a day and 
sleeping in a bungalow which had not time to 
cool at night, but kept hot as an oven. Burns 
was a temperance man, which he is not sure 
was to his advan when so much was 
taken out of him in work and his stomach 
unaovle, without the help of alcohol, 
to assimilate meat. He could not think 
how he outlived the strain on his con- 
stitution. He used drink gallons 
of water whi he gave out 
in piration. When in the Congo an early 
edition of Adam Smith’s “ Wealth of Na- 
tions was found as a trench was being dug, 
imbedded in a deep alluvial deposit. It must 
have been there more than three-quarters of 
a century, and how it came there nobody 
could conjecture. Some of it was petrified. 
Burns was always a great reader, and books, 
save those circulated by missionaries for the 
negroes, were not to be had. His mind 
kindied in reading Adam Smith, and was 


‘thrown into a new channel. It was on the 


Congo, where civilization was represented 
by the forge, the steamers, some bunga- 
lows, and a tin tabernacle for the na- 
tives, that Burns’ vague socialistic notions 
took shape. What moldea them was the 
work of tae staid, sa ous Adam Smith. 
But as Smith wrote gefore the relations of 
capital and labor were affected by steam, 
there were in his book which jarred 
with many things which Burns had learned 
from hard experience. 

Burns, I remarked, was abstemious in food 
as well as being a water drinker. I pressed 
him to partake of the dishes I had ordered 
for him, At lust he told me that his mother 
had ail his life exhorted him te keep 
the body in subjection, and that he 
well understood her wisdom 
until he saw how French republicans were de- 
based through their love of good eating and 
how the workmen in the house of commons 
had grown to dread being cutoff from the 
sort of fellowship to which they were admit- 
ted with the rich, because if they were W 4 
should have no more delightful dinners. e 
was drilling himself to be indifferent to food.
